USDA:  REMEMBER TO FILE AGI FORMS WITH IRS 
To receive USDA program payments, each payment recipient 

must have an Adjusted Gross Income (AGI) verification consent 

form on file with the Internal Revenue Service (IRS). This form au-

thorizes IRS to verify that AGI is within the eligibility requirements 

for USDA programs.  

Individuals must submit form CCC-927 and legal entities must 

submit form CCC-928. Without these forms on file, producers will 

not receive USDA program payments. This requirement affects both 

Farm Service Agency (FSA) and Natural Resources Conservation 

Service (NRCS) programs.  

Producers have been sent letters indicating forms were not 

received for 2009, 2010 and/or 2011. Be sure all writing is legible 

when you submit the form to IRS. Keep copies and note the date 

mailed. For information on AGI eligibility requirements or the AGI 

verification process, contact your local FSA office.

USDA’S RESOLUTION PROCESS FOR DISCRIMINATION 
CLAIMS OF HISPANIC AND WOMEN FARMERS 

USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) State Executive Director 

Marsha B. Jetté reminds farmers and landowners that as part of 

continued efforts to close the chapter on allegations that discrimina-

tion occurred at USDA in past decades, a process has been estab-

lished to resolve the claims of Hispanic and women farmers and 

ranchers who assert that they were discriminated against when 

seeking USDA farm loans.  

The process offers a streamlined alternative to litigation and 

provides at least $1.33 billion in compensation, plus up to $160 

million in farm debt relief, to eligible Hispanic and women farmers 

and ranchers.  The program provides up to $50,000 for each His-

panic or woman farmer who can show that USDA denied them a 

loan or loan servicing for discriminatory reasons for certain time 

periods between 1981 and 2000.  Hispanic or female farmers who 

provide additional proof and meet other requirements can receive a 

$50,000 award.  Successful claimants are also eligible for funds to 

pay the taxes on their awards and for forgiveness of certain existing 

USDA loans.   No filing fees or other costs to claimants are required 

to participate in the program.  Participation is voluntary, and indi-

viduals who opt not to participate are not precluded by the program 

from filing a complaint in court. 

USDA is launching a call center for farmers and ranchers, a 

website, public service announcements, and in-person meetings 

around the country.  Individuals may register to receive a claims 

package or obtain more information at www.farmerclaims.gov or by 

calling the 1-888-508-4429.  Persons seeking legal advice may 

contact a lawyer or other legal services provider.
